Upon hearing of the Gordian’s deaths, the Senate elected two of its members to govern 
as joint rulers: D. Caelius Calvinus Balbinus, of noble lineage and long administrative ex- 
perience, and M. Clodius Pupienus, of undistinguished origin but equally experienced in 
administration. Balbinus stayed in Rome, trying to manage the civil administrative problems, 
while Pupienus journeyed to Ravenna to create an army to combat Maximinus. The co- 
emperors soon celebrated the victory over Maximinus, but after a brief reign of only 99 
days, the Praetorians, who were jealous of the Senate’s action in appointing it’s candidates 
as emperors and not their own, assassinated both Balbinus and Pupienus.
